Upon my return to the ollice, I fount 
sitting at uiy desk a young man, apparently 
about twenty-five years of age, dronsed in th 
most seedy s.tyle imaginable, and indiiging ii 
thnt full-brenstedncss of coat which usuall_ 
covers a shirt bosom of rather suspicious white 
ness. As glimpse at his face, however, removed 
tho unfavorable opinions which his dress hai 
imparted. His forehead was L>iRh and intellect 
uul, his head unusually large in proportion tt 
tho remainder of his body, and his whole fea 
Cures were caat in that classic mould whicl 
gives so much beauty to the profiles of Miclino 
Augelo. He struck me at once as a remurka 
ble man, and subsequent events and acquaint 
anco showed me I waa not mistaken. 


In the close connection into which our dutie 


brought us, we soon became as intimately ac 
quaintcd as any one could become with such a 
singular being as ho was. 


I had not known him many days before ' 


found ho was u man of genius, rarely over mo 
with, an that, grafted upon it were attainment 
such ns aro seldom scon in ono'so young. 


He was a singular buinj;. At times, he wa 


flowing over with wit and humor, but thea 
occasions wero rare. A settled gloom hun; 
over his countenance, and all his couvcrsatioi 
wore an air of sadnes—as plainly ns though i 
were stamped upon his brow in letters deoplj 
cut as tho brand of Cain—was written the 
cursoof his life—Memory. Curiosity, and th 
deep and ardent friendship I had acquired for 
him, often prompted mo to endeavor to lift tho 
veil'which, Hko a darkening cloud, hung ovo 
hi« lienrt and his life, but always to nn purpose 
Occasionally, ho would come to tho office, mucl 
exhilcratcd with drink, and then he would si 
down aud dash off ono of those flowing, scntli 
ing, pithy or prophetic articles, which, at tha 
time made tho Morning 
so celebrated, an 


which wero quoted 
and commented upon 


throughput tho country and the world, as the 
productions of tho celebrated editor. So thing 
progressed for months, nnd though wo wero in 
constant intercourse with each other, thougl 
all his daily life and actions wore.a part of mine 
I never learned his history, never dreamed the 
secret of his life, never knew why he sough 
and hoped only for tbo Lethe of furgotfiilness 
till tho incident occurod which I am now abou 
to relate; 


It was a portion of my roportorial duties fr 


go daily to the police office, and thero gatho 
and collate, that tho curious world might kno\ 
them, tho annals of crime. In pursuance .o 
this duty, I was one day turning over the page 
of tbe police book, when my eye was struck b;
